He Society being met, the following Experiments 
v/crt tried, by Mr* MuJ^ra'de. 
Part of a mucous lubftance, taken out of the 
Stomachof a7<^^/^, near thePy/or^/j, and mixt with folu- 
tion of lublimate, became much whiter th^rn it was be- 
fore." 

Another part of it, mixt with Syrup of Violets, turn- 
ed Green, 

The fa re perfon has obfervd like effects, by mixing a 
Liquor, found in the ftomach of a Hedgho^, with Syrup 
of Violets, and with folution of fublimatc. 

Thefe experiments are urg'd as an argument againft 
the exiftence of an Jlcid Ferment in the ftomach : It leems 
probab e, that the great work oiDigefnan proceeds from a 
l/^olatile Jllcali. 

He alfo took notice of a large S^^of G/<^^/'/f, making 
about \ths of the infide of the ftomach, and ieated near 
the Pylorus of a "jackj the v/hole Bed appears of a brown- 
ifh red colour, and IS divided into feveral T^dges^ which 
run parallel to one another and the fame way with the 
ftomach: for the better contraction of that part, efpe- 
cially when empt; ; (at which time thefe Glands, being 
fixt to the inmoft coat, are, together with it, drawn up in- 
to wrinikes:) that edge of this Bed of Glands, which is 
iieareft the head of the fiih, is dented ^ the Ridges break- 
ing 
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ingoff on afiidden; but at the other end, a little on thi^ 
fide the Pylorus^ they diminifh almollinfenflbly. 

By thefe Glands, he luppofes, at leaft a confiderablc 
fliare of the Mcnjiruum (the great efficacy of: which, 
makes this FiOi, a fit fubjed to illuftrate the nature of Di- 
g^JHon) is feparated from the Blood., for Blood- vefTels 
may be feen, in great numbers, on the other fide ol the 
Glands, and inner Tunic, by leparating it, and them, 
from the middle, and mufculofe Tunic : and, as a farther 
argument of this ufe of thefe Glands, he has obferv'd that 
that part of the ftomach, where they are, is generally 
moifter, then the other part, near the mouth ; and that, 
in difTecSling Jacks whole ftomachs have been fild with 
fome large fifh of the /^^*;2;2«r^(?i^x kind (which muft enter 
withthc'head foremoft) the head, and foremolt parts of 
thedevouredfifh, have,as faras the Glands reach, been, 
either a(9:ually diffolved, or fairly turning, into a muci- 
lage 9 whereas, at the fame time, the other, and !efs bony 
part, ofthemcludedfifh, being not yet come within the 
power o£ the Menftruum, has flill retain d its forme and 
Confiftence. 

Fig. lo: reprefents the infide of the ftomach of a Jac{, 
which was one foot, aud g inches long; the ftomach it 
lelf about 8 inches, and a half.
